display the Christmas spirit, accord- 
ing to officials of -tie Forest Sendee 
of the United States Department ol 
Agriculture, is the manner in which 
persons getting Christmas trees di- 
rect from the forests cut the ever- 
greens for their holiday celebration. 
Each year thousands of dwellers'.Tn 
towns and cities, near the National 
Forests or .privately owned forests/ 
turn to these tracts-for trees .which 
;are to foe the central featnres in 
Yuletide decorations. 
Where the 


trees are cut in accord with. the. re- 
commendations of the Forest Ser- 
vice no harm is done, but the .ten- 
dency of'many is.to slash into the 
growth -ivithont regard to c-onscrviiig 
the forest's resources. 
; 


The point particularly -emphasized 


by the Government's foresters is 
that a tree 
selected 
for 
cutting 


should be one which is part of a 
group 
of 
trees of comparatively, 


compact growth rather than a more 
or less isolated tree, the absence of 
which would make a decided gap 
that future growth could not fill. To 
follow this rule, of course, prevents 
the wholesale stripping of wooded 
tracts, which is done in many in- 
stances. 


Objection is some times made to 


selecting for Christmas purposes a 
'tree standing close to others, be- 
cause the one chosen is apt to be 
unsymmetric.i!, the lower branches 
particularly being irregular and un- 
arttractive. 
This 
difficulty can be 


overcome by selecting a tree several 
feet taller than the height desired 
and cutting off_the lower end. By 
using only the upper portion a well- 
shaped, pleasing ' ornament can be 
obtained, and at the time a selection 
is made which results in no harm to 
the forest. 


Wherever possible local forest ser- 


vice officials are glad to recommend 
areas under their jurisdiction in; 


•which it is entirely .proper to make., 
cutfmgs-of Christmas trees, and it 
is urged that their recommendations 
both as to sites for cutting and the 
method of electing individual trees 
be followed carefully. 
There is 
a 


widespread sentiment against disre- 
gard of conservation by thoughtless 
felling of Christmas trees in private 
holdings, and the Forest Service is 
heartily in accord with this senti- 
ment. 


Very large trees selected for mun- 


icipal celebrations 
or 
church use 


need not be symmetrical in 
their 


natural state, as they can easily be 
made so by boring holes in the trunk 
and 
inserting 
sufficient 
limbs of 


proper size to give the tree a well- 
rounded 
appearance. 
Frequently 


where a large tree is to be carried 
considerable distance, practically ail 
the limbs are cut off and then re- 
placed in the manner indicated.

BRAZIL OFFERS MUCH TRADE 


Figures Show One-Third of this 


Business is II. S. and Rest is 


Divided Among Many

Kio De Janerio, "(By JIail).-~The 


United States is• winning' easily/pver 
all opponents in the trade war -which 
began in Brazil with the close : of 
hostilities in Europe, according 
; to 


Statistics just issued Ijy the ministry 
of .finance. 


During "the first five months .of 


this year the United States received 
more than one-third, of Brazil's total 
exportation,., and supplied nearly 
iwo-thirds iff the imports to Brazil. 
The figures' also 
show enormous 


gains in Brazil-United States trade 
over all previous records 


The gains were -made in spite of 


a vicious anti-American propaganda 
whii'h was published in the Brazil- 
ian press through paid advertise- 
ments for 
about a year, and over 


the most strenuous efforts of Euro- 
pean commercial interests to rogliin 
lost ground in the markets of this 
country. The secret of success of 
the United States in not only hold- 
ing its own but in making new gains 
is due to the fact that wliile Europe 
was sending . "trade missions'' and 
entertaining missions 
from 
this 


country, the United States was man- 
ufacturing, transporting and deliv- 
ering the merchandise. 


European country made any 


rpmnrkatole gjiins in exports to Bra- 
zil, and 'France is the only country 
that made any notable advance..' |ti 
absorbing Brazil's 
exports, that 


country receiving nearly half of all 
the Brazil's shipments to Europe. 
The much-touted Japanese invnsicyi 
of the Brazilian markets does not 
loom very large on the statistics al- 
though the imports from Japan shojr 
a steady increase. 
Brazil's 
trade 


with other South American countries 
showed small changes." 


The total value of the merchandise 


exported from and imported to Bra- 
zil during the first five months of 
1919 was 08;S74,734 pounds sterling 
as compared to 62,557,885 jjounds 
sterling during the same period of 
1913. The 'balance o'fr trade in favor 
of Brazil from January to June this 
year 
totalled 23,3&1,402 .pounds. 


Brazil's imports exceeded her 
ex- 


ports in the same period of 1913 by 
7,380,527 pounds sterling. The total 
swing of trade in Brazil's favor from 
1913 to 1919 during the fir.st five 
months was? more than 30,000.000 
pounds sterling. 
v According to the statistics Brazil 
is importing at 
approximately the 


pre-war rate in values, but is ex- 
porting more than twice as much as 
in 1913. Inasmuch as prices have 
increased oil almost all commodities 
this means that Brazil is importing 
much less-in qiiiuitity. 


The explanation of the deceased 


importation is in the growth of man- 
afaeturing in .this country.. Exports 
increased, because 
of the great ex- 


pansion of .production due to the sti- 
mulation of war prices. 


A remarkable feature of Brazil's 


importation is shown .by the figures 
on manufactured goods and raw ma- 
terials. The total importation of 
manufacture*! .msiriiandise ' during 
the first five mouths of 1919 was 19,- 
63fliflOO pounds sterling, while dur-
